abuse and stressing the need for 
all teachers to,remain watchful, 
Attorney General King provided 
detailed. information about 
behaviors gnd symptoms that 
are indicators of sexual, physi- 
cal and. emotional child abuse, 
and asked the superintendents to 
distribute the materials to.teach- 
ers throughout. Atabama’s 
school systems. 

‘As Attorney General and as 
a parent of three young children, 
I am grateful to our teachers for 


everything they do to keep our 
children safe,” said» Attorney 


General King. “Because teach+ 
ers and school personnel ‘spend 
80 much ‘time with. children, 
they are in a unique position to’ 
notice and act upon.cases of sus- 
pected abuse. Sadly, we live in 
increasingly dangerous times,

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Coffee County Commission 
approves new garbage rates

The Coffee County 
Commission. voted Monday, 
Nov. 27,,to increase solid waste 
collection service ratés for.coun- 
ty residents. 

Earlier in the year, the com- 
mission voted to. enter into a con- 
tract with Arrow Disposal as the 
county’s solid waste collection 
provider. The néw contract 
resulted in a significant increase 
in cost with the county paying 
Arrow $78,000 per month for the 
service, 

Shortly after the contract was 
accepted, commissioners tabled 
a motion to set the new rates for 
county residents, Acommittee of 
commissioners eventually was 
formed to: look at and examine 
all’ information regarding the 
Service, 

During Monday’s . meeting, 
commissioner Linda’ Westbrook 
said the committee had looked at 
the information and was: pre- 
pared to make a recommendation 
regarding rates for the garbage 
collection service, 

She made a motion with a sec- 
ond’ from .commissioner, J.L; 
Weeks to set the: rates for resi- 
dents: at $14 per month ($42 
quarterly). 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens offered an amendment 
to the motion to include:a credit

and $3 for those who pay semi- 
annually ‘for fhe service: He 
received’ a 
Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
and the amendment was. unani- 
mously approved. 

Next, commissioners ‘voted on 
the original motion as amended.

Wild underground caves in Alabama

When many people think of 
the natural beauty of Alabama 
the mind’s ¢ye imagines beauti- 
ful verdant forests, rivers and 
lakes ‘teeming with wildlife, or 
perhaps a favorite white-sanded 
beach.. However, Alabama has 
another. tremendous natural 
resource: — the world under- 
ground — its caves and karst sys- 
tems. Karst refers toa landscape 
pockmarked with sinkholes; 


caves, and ~~ underground 
streams. 
Alabama has one of the high- 


est densities of caves and karst 
features found. anywhere in the 
world and the northern part of 
the state has a particularly high 
number; Much of north Alabama 
is underlain with deep deposits 
of limestone, formed over mil- 
lions’ of years by the deposition 
of . innumerable calcareous 
organisms in a shallow marine 
sea. These gray limestone 
deposits can be seen along high- 
ways that cut through the’ area’s 
mountains and hills. Most of the 
cavés in Alabama were formed 
as water percolated through this 
limestone ‘and dissolved away 
materials and formed openings 
and. tunnels in’ the limestone. 
When enough material-has been 
dissolved ‘away, 
formed. This geology underlies 
much — of \ south-central 
Tennessee, north Alabama, ‘and 
northwest Georgia, or the TAG 
region as cavers refer to, it. It is

area. The NSS is an organiza- 
tion dedicated to the purpose of 
advancing the study, conserva- 
tion, exploration, and knowl- 
edge of caves. The NSS is the 
umbrella organization for local 
or regional caving groups, or 
“grottos,” which explore caves 
through recreational. caving, 
sometimes called spelunking. 
An’ organization affiliated with 
the NSS‘is the Alabama Cave 
Survey (ACS), a group that sur- 
veys and maps Alabama caves. 
According to the ACS, there are 
over 4,100 known Caves in 


‘Alabama and the ACS «has 


mapped about a quarter of those, 
In most years, several» dozen 
more are reported tothe group. 
The NSS also’ contains groups 
who. specialize in cave rescue 
and cave conservation. 

Because a cave usually has 
constant environmental condi- 
tions and relatively’ permanent 
physical conditions, several 
unique animals inhabit'and have 
adapted. to dwell in caves, 
including several species of fish, 
insects, salamanders, and of

limited: habitat, most. of these 
creatures are rare and a few are 
considered endangered species. 
Alabama caves are habitat to 
two species, of endangered bats, 
the Gray» and Indiana bat.
